The Hon. Sri D, Sanjivayya :»~<aj The reason for the strike 
is that the beedi workers in the beedi lactones wanted the rate of 
wages increased from Rs« WM) to Rs, 2, per every thousand 
baedfes rolled* The proprietors of the befcdi factories did not 
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concede to this demand, as they are of the opinion that the wages 
paid are the most that can be paid under the circumstances. 

(b) The Labour Commissioner and the Labour Officers, went 
to Nellore but they failed in their effort to conciliate, and the 
Collector also has formed a committee with two representatives of 
the employees and two from the employers and he has asked the 
Sub-Collector to be the chairman, so that they may solve the problem 
that is facing.

"The Minimum wages Act* 1948, passed by the Union L$gisla* 
ture provides for fixing minimum rates of wage for employment m 
agriculture and among other industries. The time limit for fixing 
the minimum rate of wage was 31-12-1953, After prolonged inquiry 
the Government of the composite State of Madras published draft 
rates of minimum wages f<>r information of persons thereof and were 
considering the finahsation of the proposals in the light of criticism 
twiv«d thereto. Till the formation of this State they were not 
fi&aliseSd* Relevant papers on the subject were received by this 
'XafcVMuoteto^ 1953 and Hie tlmevras 
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extended, to come to a proper decision before 31-12-1953, as the 
rates notified by the Government of the composite State of Madras 
were too low to serve as a basts for the Andftra State. It was 
therefore considered that the who'e matter should be re-examined *n 
this State. Information in respect of the minimum wages to nx and 
the machinery employed for the proper enforcement of the provisions 
of the Act has been called for from the other States in India. Replies 
from some States have been recen ed, replies from some others are 
due. The Government of India have since extended the time limit 
till the end of December 1954, to satisfy the statutory obligation. 
The matter is under examination in the light of the remarks of the 
Board of Revenue, the Director of Agriculture and the Commissioner 
of Labour, Andhra."

The Fundamental Rights, as you know, are all justifiable, 
that is to say, a man who feels that his rights are infringed, has 
a right to go to the court and get those rights enforced, or if there 
is a violation or a breach, the courts can intervene and set right 
matters.

The word 'fundamental' may be noted, and 'fundamental' in the 
governance of the country and it shall be the duty of the State to 
apply these principles in making laws". These laws, therefore, 
must have a bearing on the governance of the country, that is to say, 
a law is laid down and the executive action based thereon shall be 
governed by these fundamental principles. The article relating to 
prohibition is Art, 47 which says, "The State shall regard the 
raising of the level of nutrition and the standard of living of its 
people and the improvement of public health as among its primary 
duties, and m particular, the State shall endeavour to bring about 
prohibition of the consumption except for medicinal purposes of 
intoxicating drmks and of drugs which are injurious to health," 
They assume m this Article that all these intoxicating drinks must 
be prohibited* Such bemg the case, this Article is really fundamen- 
tal to our Constitution m the Directive Principles of State policy 
though they may not be justifiable. For instance, if a State has not 
introduced prohibition, I cannot go to the High Court and ask for a 
writ or a mandatory injunction requiring the Andhra State to 
introduce Prohibition, But when a State has introduced Prohibition, 
there is absolutely no right m the Government to withdraw the same 
and say, * I go back on that policy, or adopt a policy of prohibi- 
tion by giving small doses of arrack or toddy and then reduce that 
quaptity also and ultimately ia 150 years we will bring into being 
a state of affairs ia which every man will automatically of his owa 
accord refuse to take any drink whatsoever.'

Whether it is earned out badly or well, that 
is not the question ; it is not relevant for the determination of this 
issue, I see that the Secretary has just now handed over to you the 
Report of the Committee. If the Committee has not gone into this 
question or has not touched it, it is because it is not one of the terms 
of reference to it. It was not necessary for the Committee to go 
into the constitutional aspects of this matter to enable it to put forth 
its recommendations. Therefore I say that the decisions contained m 
the Ramamurthi Committee's Report cannot be considered in conside- 
ring the question whether the Constitution of India is being infringed 
or not. I therefore submit that whatever may be said, once the 
policy of prohibition has been introduced m the State and has been 
there for last 10 or 15 years, nobody is entitled to say that the whole 
thing must be scrapped or that we should go slow. Such a policy 
may apply to those States which have not at all introduced prohibi- 
tion. But the States which have introduced prohibition cannot be 
asked to scrap or modify by any action of the kind proposed by the 
Ramamurthi Committee. Therefore any action which tends to go 
back upon this policy of prohibition or any amendment moved in 
this House should be deemed to be against the constitutional prmci* 
pies adumbrated in Part IV of the Constitution of India* The words 
are so strong in Articles 37 and 47 and it is impossible for any person 
dealing with this matter to escape from them. 

The question assumes great importance by reason of the fact 
that you are, the Speaker is, the custodian not only the rights and 
privileges of the members of this House but also of the Constitution 
of India. You are placed m a position of great responsibility and 
your ruling on this matter will be a unique one in the whole of the

ble of enforcement' Sir, that it has failed, is evident from the 

speeches of some Members of the House who now occupy their 
seats on the Treasury Benches and of some who have occupied 
that place in the past I shall quote for the information of the House 
and of the Hon. Minister for Prohibition a few opinions of some of 
those who have had something to do with the enforcement of 
Prohibition before they took up office as Minister. Sir* one Minister, 
Mr, Koti Reddi said that it has become practically impossible to 
^enforce Prohibition Act, Its enforcement has led to the widespread 
producing of illicit liquor in effect. Mr. Koti Reddi, Sir, is now not 
a Minister, Therefore, I shall not pursue him. (Laughter) But, Sir, the 
Hon, Sri Ranga Redd* who is now a Minister — what did he say as a 
iion*oflicial member ? He has satd something which is based on his 
experience upon bis reasoning and upon his observation* I shall only 
^mention to the House what Mr. Ranga Reddi said in the General 
Discussion- of the Budget for 1952*53, " I was feeling for a very long 
time that the Frobibitioi* Act was not a complete success* " But I did 
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not have the boldness to express my opinion on the floor of the 
Legislative Council. However, when I found that a leader of the 
Congress organisation who had also held a very high position had 
belled the cat and said that the Prohibition Act had not probably been 
a success, I thought he has given a correct lead in the matter. It is 
not only in the Legislature, outside also, I have found that other 
friends who had held the portfolio of Prohibition in the Ministry have 
spoken in the same strain. I wish to quote their names only because 
they have held the portfolio of Prohibition. Sri Koti Reddi in one of 
the Prohibition meetings said that the Prohibition Act was a thorough 
failure. "

Sri R* Lakshmiaar^imbam Doraj: — Mr. Speaker^ 'Sfe*,' Ju^t to 
provide some sort of relief, by way of what I would call, a variety 
to Hon. Members of the Housi?, I crave the indulgence of the House ^ 
to allow me to apeak in English. I would hke to address members on -* 
the subject from a rather tecbm6al and legal aspect* and so I hope 
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in the vehicle of English, I would do much better to put forward my 
* views and to make out a case. 

There are several amendments before the House , one of them 
is mine, i. e. No, 3. An analysis of all the amendments will show 
that there are three views placed before the House. One is the 
extreme view of scrapping Prohibition and the acceptance of the 
recommendations of the Ramamurthi Committee. The other view is 
the other extreme view of enforcing Prohibition strictly. In between 
the two views, comes my amendment of adopting a via media course. If 
we are to accept the recommendations of the Ramamurthi Committee 
I am constrained to say, it will amount to circumventing the 'directive, 
principle of the Constitution. For, what they recommend does not 
fall short of scrapping Prohibition These very personages, well 
versed in Constitutional Law, knew that if they recommend scrapping 
the Prohibition Act, it would be opposed to the very Constitution, 
and so any action taken by this Government, I venture to say, would 
mean ultra vtres. That is why they used the term that the Prohibi- 
tion Act, particularly Section 15 should be suitably amended. 

As I said, easier, there is the second view, that Prohibition 
should be enforced strictly. Perhaps I feel there is much support for 
this view in the House, inasmuch as it is the view of very many 
people, that Prohibition has not been a success, as it has not been 
strictly and rigorously enforced. My view takes a middle course, and 
I feel it will satisfy both extreme vifcws, for I have suggested in my 
amendment : — 

' and on such consideration recommends to the Govern- 
ment that the recommendations of the Ramamurthi 
Committee should be examined in detail -.' 

So my amendment is not to ignore Ramamurthi Committee's report. 
It does not ask this House to reject it. Nor has it asked this House 
to reject it %n toto. My amendment recommends that the Ramamurthi 
Committee Report must be considered m all its details m so* far as it 
is not opposed to the Constitution and in $o far as it is not in conflict 
with the establishment of good Government in the State and the well* 
>emg of the people* That is why I have stated in my amendment— 

" That the recommendations of the Ramamurthi Committee 
should be examined m 4etatl " 

JTo. II — 12 
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Having said this, I have also said something more in my amendment 

'and that in the meanwhile the Government should 
create employment to the ex-tappers by utilising sweet toddy 
rules.' 

There are certain rules already with regard to sweet toddy and these 
rules have not been used liberally. I have made this suggestion, for, 
there is a feeling in the country that toddy was abused and so if 
should be eliminated. For, it is converted into alcohol. In this connec- 
tion I welcome the statement made by the Hon. Chief Minister show- 
ing how toddy can be kept for months together without getting 
fermented. I hope Government will give it the widest publicity m 
the State and if that is done it will relieve much of the bad feeling 
in the minds of the people. 

Sir, a study of the Ramamurthi Committee Report will show 
how toddy has become a national drink, that the desire to drink on 
the part of the people has become keen and that it is next to 
impossible to prevent toddy being converted into fermented liquor.

Sri R. Lakshmmarasimham Dora — Sir, to resume my speech, 
I was saying how my amendment satisfied both sides of the House. 
That being so, I hope it will be accepted. 

Coming to Prohibition proper, I feel that all the speeches made 
to-day are centred on the one fact that Prohibition has not been 
successfully enforced. There has not been one voice saying that 
drink is good, it will lead to the material and moral advancement of 
the country and so on. Nobody has extolled the virtues of Drink. 
Every body has been saying only that Prohibition Act has not been 
properly administered. Therefore it is evident from that there is no 
idea of giving up Prohibition policy. 

In this connection I would remind the House of the great ideal 
we have set in our Constitution. It has been envisaged that complete 
Prohibition is the ultimate goal of our country. In fact this ideal has 
been before the country long before our Constitution was framed. 
The Constitution was framed by us and us only, and not by strangers 
or foreigners, as it was done some years back when we were under 
foreign rule. So, since this Constitution has been framed by us, it is 
our duty to respect it, and so long as we are following a democratic 
government, we should honour it. In short we have to honour our 
Constitution and adopt an attitude of respect for the law we have 
framed. 

Deputy Speaker : — There are two minutes more. 

Sri R Lakshmmarasimham Dora : — I have just started my 
mam theme. As there was a long interruption I should be allowed 
Ud. minutes more. I have to make out my cause. Sir, I was saying 
that complete Prohibition is our ideal and it is this which has 
actuated the framers of the Constitution to embody it in the Constitu- 
tion at the time ol framing it. Unless we develop an attitude of 
respect to the Constitution it is something amounting to transgres- 
sion of law, I would evea say* it is developing an attitude of revol£ 
s^aiast the Constitution framed by ourselves. It is tone we do not 
develop that attitude* 

Ramamurthf Committee has uot posed the question, whether the 
dg*l set out in the Constitution how far we should honour it, or how 
fgrwp sboujd party it 09b In i$& jfoft aspect was sever considered 
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by^it You may read the report from end to end , you will never find 
it. They knew they would by offending the Constitution if they 
recommended scrapping Prohibition, and that is why they suggested 
amending the Prohibition Act They were conscious of the difficulty 
the Government would have to experience if they recommended 
scrapping Prohibition. They knew any recommendation like that 
would be disregarding the constitution. Therefore they said. ' Do not 
scrap Prohibition, do not give it up, but amend the act to make it 
to minimise the drink evil in the country \ Sir, it is not an end we 
can achieve in a day. We should not judge the question by immediate 
results. It will take a century to eradicate the evil. It can be achieved 
only gradually. Simply because in the administration of the Prohibi- 
tion Act there has been a lot of inefficiency and corruption, one shouldr 
not say, the whole thing should be scrapped. That is my point. Let 
leaders like Sn Nagi Reddi suggest to Government how the rigours 
of administration may be minimised and how m the long run Prohibi- 
tion may be achieved. As drink evil has taken a deep root in the 
country it will take a long time to eradicate it. For, originally arrack 
was freely sold and several people became addicts to it. It is all a 
vicious system, and there is no time for me to explain it here. Suffice 
it to say that it was sold originally freely, then sold under licence 
and when licence was stopped, illicit distillation took place. So the 
problem has to be faced squarely. If we are to do it all at once, the 
scheme would break. That is why I say m my amendment that steps 
should be taken to minimise the rigours of administration. I hope the 
Hon. Minister for Law and the Hon. Minister for Education would 
accept the amendment. 

One word more and I finish. Sn Ramamurtfcu Committee has 
Quoted the evidence of certain ladies. I see Mrs. Kotaiftma Reddy 
has given evidence and she has said that Prohibition has failed ; attd 
Sri Rajeswara Rao and Sri Venkatasubba Reddi also have supported 
that view. Let us consider for a moment, *what was the question 
posed to them V The question posed to them was, 'was Prohibition 
a success'? No body would say that the Prohibition Act was success* 
fully administered ; that is, it w as not a success in the sense it coufd J 
6f should* have been successfully -administered. This is how ta we haver 
to understand the evidence of those witnesses. There is no gainsaying 
the f^ect that in the course of illicit distillation- in house the- men, 
women md childiren -would have tasted the liquor. But it -does n&P 
mwfcihiti they have all befcome addicts. ~Tl*eteMa-& lot df-diffeteno* 
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between an addict and one who occasionally tastes. One may even 
say it is not injurious if one tastes liquor occasionally. What the law 
aims is to prevent people from becoming addicts in future. I feel the 
future generation is safe, and for the present generation, r only the 
rigours of law are minimised, the Act could be successfully adminis- 
tered, and slowly but surely Prohibition can be made a complete 
success. I close, Sir.

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Sri P. V. R. Gajapathi Raju • — Mr. Speaker, Sir, it would 
have been more correct for the debate to have taken place in an 
atmosphere where the members would to a large extent have known 
the opinion of the admisistration. The minister for Prohibition, 
this morning, in his opening remarks, did not say anything worth- 
while. As per parliamentary customs and practices, on behalf of 
the Treasury Bench some one would open the debate authoritatively, 
explain the particular proposition on behalf of the Treasury Bench 
and then the whole debate is based on the recommendations made in 
that opening speech. Such a speaker began his speech only at about 
4-15 this afternoon and finished it at about 4-40 — Mr, R. Lakshmi- 
narasimham Dora. His proposition ultimately is the proposition 
that is going to be adopted by the Treasury Bench. (Interruption) 
He now assures me that he has not spoken for the Government. If 
that is a categorical statement, I hope the Congress party does not 
support his statement. If Mr. Lakshminarasimham Dora's proposi- 
tion is not the proposition which the Treasury Benches propose to 
adopt, then there are only two conditions before the House, one is 
to accept the Ramamurthi Committee's Report as such and the 
other is to continue with the old Act. I hope the Government 
decides to accept the Ramamurthi Commitee's recommendations, 
I know I am putting it rather bluntly, because in this House 
parliamentary practices are not being followed and therefore what 
Mr, Rokkam Lakshminarasimham said is not correct. His is going 
to be the proposition that is to be accepted, 

So far as the prohibition question is concerned, for the last six 
years, the matter has been debated every March in our State. In the 
composite State of Madras in every budget session somebody or 
other useS to raise this question and in our State we are raising the 
question again, I think most of the members have ceased to 
put forward new points of view* No new view-points have been put 
Forward and no new arguments have been putforward. There is 
either a tnorai argument which is faulty m its basis or an economic 
argument The Government today bases its argument essentially on 
a pseudo moral plane which should be carefully examined, 
Mr, Rokkam Lakshminarasimham expressed it in a very confused 
manner when he said that Vigours of the law should be reduced and 
therefore neera fchduld be allowed. Both 1 arguments are absolutely 
contradictory. If you reduce the rigours of the l&w, the very 
purpose of prohibition goes ao& if the ve'tfjr purpose of prohibition 
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goes, then the purpose of the hypocricy of allowing the consumption 
of neera would not arise. Therefore, if you propose to enforce the 
Act, you should enforce the rigour and not reduce it obviously. That 
is a lacuna and that is a basic argument for those who say that 
the only way of increasing the prosperity of our State is to enforce 
prohibition. That is an anamolous position. 

So far as the Opposstion is concerned and so far as my party 
is concerned, we have always based our argument on an economic 
standpoint. Economically speaking, the State has been losing a lot 
of revenue continuously year after year and elementary students of 
economics would teach any one that the first essential of developing 
a nation is m the capital formation. If today we can forego revenue 
contmously, then there will be no capital formation whatsoever. For 
this argument, many a Congressman say that there is more purchas- 
ing power placed m the hands of the people by not calling off prohi- 
bition- If they extend their own argument, it would be. I am trying 
to use a word instead of 'stupid, which I know is not parliamentary. 
I will say, 'not valid', because if we remove the whole taxation 
structure completely let us tax no one, let us not have any land 
revenue or sales tax - then ail the money will remain with the people 
and the State need not function, the Government need not function. 
Therefore the proposition that you will have more purchasing power 
with the people is erroneous. If by no taxation you allow the maxi- 
mum purchasing power m the hands of the people, let us abolish all 
taxation, let us abolish the Government. To say that by foregoing 
that 4 crores of rupees that you were collecting from the people be- 
fore prohibition was introduced, you are increasing the sum total of 
the prosperity of the people, is not correct. Therefore the economic 
agreement is not valid. I can go on pointing out a number of 
fallacies that exist in the moral argument and the economic argument 
put forward by the Treasury Bench, but no purpose would be 
served. As things are today, taking Mr. Rokkam Lakshminara* 
simham's amendment as such, and knowing that the decisions of 
this Assembly do not take place after a debate here on pure 
mmt but take place in the lobbies by means of party negotia- 
tions, the decision as such would mean this : The Congress patty 
because of its historical interest in prohibition cannot come .for- 
ward and express or propose a repeal of prohibition openly. On 
th$ <*ther hatjd, its adherents in the Government, because^ of the 
fact t)i$t4l?£y T Wp& tjti^ eisctfoas ppposiag the Congress , on ths 
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issue, cannot accept the continuation of prohibition and continue m 
office too. Therefore a via media policy is accepted and Mr Rokkam's 
suggestion that the Government should consider the recommenda- 
tions in detail and decide on the proposition at some future date, 
shows the idea behind the problem. You pass it today, you 
accept the use of neera under existing laws, no change m the 
Act has taken place, nothing need be implemented, the Congress 
has maintained its face intact and the Congress adherents have 
maintained their faces in tact and all thing are achieved this 
proposition. Therefore after a great deal of debate we can pass 
this resolution. That is of course subject to the fact that the 
Treasury Benches have the strength and nothing would be done 
to lessen it. I think this is a position which is degrading to the 
sovereignty of our House. Any political party with an interest m 
the future democracy of our country should come forward with 
honest proposals. As far as our position is concerned, we are very 
clear. The Ramamurthi Committee's Report as such puts the 
position regarding the Prohibition correctly* It has made a distinc- 
tion between heavy liquor and toddy drinking. It has tried to 
introduce a modem, European or western technique of control in 
the consumption of liquor* It has tried to be more realistic in its 
approach and although at no stage does the Ramamurthi 
Committee thmk in terms of total abolition of prhibition and the 
Opposition which supports the Ramamurthy Committee's Report is 
conscious of the fact that prohibition to an extent is a good 
thing. Drunkennes is one thing and mere indulgence in a moderate 
way m alcohol is another thing and therefore the report as such 
is an extremely rational report and none of us who support it 
should in fact be dubbed as drunkards or those who oppose 
prohibition. We support the report fully and we are aware that the 
committee consisted of eminent persons. It contained an educa- 
tionaist, a Jurist in the person of Mr. Satyanarayanfc Rao and an 
administrator in the person of Mr. S. V, Ramamurthy. Therefore 
its recommendations are very good and should be supported 
by us. 

Sri C. Subbarayudu :— May I know how his party's policy 
is consistent when prohibition ts carried on in Travancore and his 
President Mr, Kirpalani is taking part in S&rvod&ya^ and here my 
friend is demanding abolition of prohibition ? 
JsTo. II — 13 , 
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Sri P. V. R. Gajapathi Raju :— It is not customary for us 
to discuss the policy of another State. I am not the official spokes- 
man of the Praja Socialist Party of Travancore. However, I 
would like my friend to refer back to my speech of March. I then 
said that there are only two alternatives for the Government ( 
enforcement of prohibition or the acceptance of the recommendations 
of the Ramamurthi Committee. As far as I am aware, in Travancore- 
Cochin, we being the successor Government to the previous Govern- 
ment are enforcing theAct as it is, subject to the appointment of a 
Committee whose recommendations we shall fulfill. It was announced 
in the month of March in the Budget session of the Travancore-Cochin^ 
Assembly that a Committee would be appointed. I can assure you 
that it is not customary for political parties to disregard expert 
opinion made at their behest when they are m office. In Travan- 
core-Cochm our Government will appoint a Committee and will 
accept its recommendations whatever they may be, conditions m 
Travancore*Cochin being what they are. Here the Government has 
appointed its own Committee, nominated its own members. I am 
not casting aspersions against the members, because the proof of the 
pudding is in the eatmg. They have given a report which is 
acceptable to the Opposition, which is a strange thing, because 
normally the Opposition opposes Government reports. In this instance 
it is the Opposition that accepts the report produced by the Party in 
power. It is mote the duty of the Government to accept the findings 
of the Committee appointed by them, of its own experts. In Travan- 
core-Cochin we will abide by the findings of the Committee we are 
going to appoint
